ment securities to their list of legal 
investments. 

It could not be learned tonight

The report, in fact, evokes a men- 
tion of the susceptibility of this 
country to blockade, showing not 
only how Britain is dependent on 
other countries for essential food- 
Stuffs, but for a large proportion of 
the raw materials essential to her 
manufacturing industries. This de- 
pendence has been steadily increas- 
ing for fifty years. In that time. 
the report points out, the popula- 
tion has increased from 26,000,C00 to 
43,000,000. 

Fifty years ago Britain was unable 
to produce the food necessary to keep 
a population of 26,000,000 alive, the 
report notes, and, the fact that an- 
other 17,000,000 must be fed shows 
the extent of the problem.

The Metropolitan Museum of Art 
will hold a memorial exhibition of 
the work of Arthur B. Davies, noted 
American artist who died suddenly 
last October while painting in North- 
jern Italy and whose death did not 
| become known here until six weeks 
later. The exhibition will be held 
'some time during the season of 1929. 
1930, according to the museum’s an- 
imouncement, and will represent the 
various periods of Mr. Davies's art. 
| Drawings, lithographs and sculptures 
'as well as paintings will be included. 
| The announcement {s carried in the 
museum's monthly news bullétin, 
which also notes several new ac. 
quisitions. The Metropolitan’s co}- 
lection of decorative arts has been 
augmented recently by a gift from 
Mrs. Edward S. Harkness of an ‘ex. 
ceptional group of Elizabethan and 
Stuart gloves. Hitherto the art of 
the glover has been represented 
sparsely in American collections, al. 
though historic and royal examples 
are preserved in European museums, 
The gauntlets, or cuffs, of the gloves 
just acquired by the Metropolitan are 
elaborately embroidered, one set hay. 
ing cuffs of silk and silver tapestry 
work. 


Equestrian Head Acquired. 


A life-size marble head of a horse 
is an important new acquisition by 
the museum’s department of class. 
ical art. It is thought to have formed 
part of a statue either of a horse. 
man or of a chariot group, for the 
head has the characteristic ‘slight 
turn to the left. The type is evi- 
dently that of the stocky, thick. 
necked pony seen in most Greek 


representations of horses, according 
to Miss Gisela M. A. Richter, ’cura- 
tor of classica] arts, and not that 
of the slender race horse, which oc- 
curs occasionally. Miss Richter con- 
siders the new acquisition probably 
a Roman copy of an original Greek 
work of about the middle of the 
fourth century B. C. ; 

Four swords have just been ac 
quired by the museum from the Ne- 
tional Armory in Dresden, Germany. 
There is a two-handled sword aswell 
as three swept-hilted rapiers, in ex- 
cellent condition and of excellent 
workmanship. Stephen V. Granesay, 
associate curator of armor, in 
charge, pointed out that the swords 
were of German origin, both hilts 
and blades, and that they dated from 
the late sixteenth and early seven 
teenth centuries. 

Two specimens have been added 
to the museum's small collection of 
French painted enamels of the six- 
teenth century through a gift from 
V. Everit Macy. One of these is an 
oval plaque representing the head 
and bust of a woman; the other is 
a circular plaque portraying Julius 
Caesar crossing the Rubicon, The 
former has been identified as the 
work of Leonard Limousin, and the 
latter as an example of the grisaille 
| painting that was carried to high 
perfection in the ateliers of Limoges. 
A third gift from Mr. Macy exempli- 
fies another type of enamel—a trip 
tych of cast brass, Russian, probably 


dating from the eighteenth century.

Dr. Anderson Says Idea Board 


Has Lost Control of Money 
Market Is Illusion. 


HOLDS POLICY CAUTIOUS 


Declares Authorities Can Regulate 
Situation at Will Through 


Action on Rediscounts. 


The conclusion which many have 
reached that the Federal Reserve 
authorities have lost control of the 
money market is an illusion, accord- 
ing to Dr. Benjamin M. Anderson 


| Jr., economist of the Chase National 


Bank. In an address before the 
Pennsylvania Bankers Association, 
Group 3, at Allentown, Pa last 
night, he contendec that the Federal 
Reserve Board’s warning against 
speculation and the use of credit for 
that purpose ‘‘has teeth in it.’’ 
“The heart of the matter, 
announcement of policy,’’ Dr. An- 
derson said, ‘‘appears to be con 
tained in the following passages: ‘It 
is its (the Federal Reserve Board’s) 
duty in the immediate situation to 
restrain the use, either directly or 
indirectly, of Federal Reserve credit 
facilities in aid of the growth of 
speculative credit. A member bank 
is not within its reasonable claims 
for rediscount facilities at its Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank when it borrows 
either for the purpose of making 
speculative loans or for the purpose 
of maintaining speculative loans.’ ”’ 
Dr. Anderson pointed out that ‘ 
Federal Reserve authorities justify 
théir attitude by saying that, 
although they do not assume the 
right to set themselves up as arbiters 
of security speculation or - values 
tkey are concerned when speculative 
demands for credits have reflected 
themselves in’ a 1 to 1% per cent in- 
crease in the cost of credit for com- 
mercial uses.’’ 
Not the First Warning. 

‘‘This,”’ he continued, ‘‘is not the 
first warning which the Federal Re 
serve authorities have issued, and 
indeed, the new policy implied in «he 
statement quoted is not the first re- 
straining policy which the Federal 
Reserve authorities have inaugu- 
rated.
